2 INDEPENDENT CLAIM 1 

2.1 The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 does not involve an inventive step in the sense of Article 
33(3) PCT. 

The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter of 
claim 1 , and discloses (see the whole document) all the features of claim 1 . 

However, the subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known catheter in that: the 
first shaft member is a pull wire and the second shaft member is a pusher tube. 

This is a mere juxtaposition of technical features, hence claim 1 of the present 
application cannot be considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT). 

3 DEPENDENT CLAIMS 2, 5, 20 

Dependent claims 2, 5, 20 do not contain any features which, in combination with the 
features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT in 
respect of novelty and/or inventive step (Article 33(2) and (3) PCT).

1 . Independent claims are not in the two-part form in accordance with Rule 6.3(b) PCT, 
which in the present case would be appropriate, with those features known in combination 
from the prior art (document D1) being placed in the preamble (Rule 6.3(b)(1) PCT) and 
with the remaining features being included in the characterising part (Rule 6.3(b)(ii) PCT). 

2. The features of the claims are not provided with reference signs placed in parentheses 
(Rule 6.2(b) PCT). 

3. Contrary to the requirements of Rule 5.1 (a)(ii) PCT, the relevant background art 
disclosed in the document D1 is not mentioned in the description, nor is this document 
identified therein. 
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
